The world knows, or, at any rate, 
generally believes that the pope pines 
for the freedom which is denied him by 
the politics of the vatican. : 

For the span of an average mans 
life Pius X lived the life of a free 
man. As a lad he ran barefapted seven 
miles to school every day. As a bishop 
he was free to wander about the Venice 
which he Joved. But the moment he was 
elected pape, Giuseppe Sarto became the 
“prisoner of the vatican,” and his heart 
must have sunk with him when he 
realized that in all probability he would 
mever again set eyes on Venice, never 
even take one step beyond the vatican 
walls. He entered the conclave a free 
man. He emerged—the pope-king of the 
Catholic world, but a king who might 
not cross the threshold of his palace 
without repudiating the policy of the 
_ church of Rome. 

Whatever view be taken of the 
policy of the popes in choosing to be 
prisoners of the vatican, it is probable 
that no organization except the church 
of Rome could have maintained such a 
policy 50 unflinchingly for so many 
years—a policy which exacts such a 8ac- 
rifice from its supreme head, and raises 


@ perpetual barrier against the friend- 
ship of the Italian king. 
Lost Temporal Power. 

Since the nine thousand remaining 
French zouaves received the pontifical 
blessing in the square of St. Peter's, in 
September, 1870, and marched out of 
Rome, which had surrendered to the 
@ardinian troops, the ‘‘temporal power’ 
of the pope has been limited to the hill- 
top on which St, Peter's and the vati- 
“can stand. But Pope Pius IX, who had

the world. 

Prisoner for Life.

At one time it was 
hoped by Rome that Germany would 
come to the assistance of the pontiff, 
but Bismarck dashed these hapes to the 
ground with the reply that he was “un- 
aware that any such question existed” 
as the question of the papal claims to 
dominion over Rome. 

“Pope-King.’’ 

Leo XIII. died, Pius X., is pontiff, and 
still Rome waits, and still the thousands 
of worshipers in St. Peter's hail the 
pope as ‘Il Pape-Re!’’ (the ‘“pope-king’’) 
and the pope remains the “prisoner of 
the vatican’’—the third of his line. 

Now and ‘again it has been asserted 
that Pius X. intends to break down the 
barrier between himself and the world, 
and that he will go to Venice or to a 
country villa for a change in the sum- 
mer.. But the probability is that he will 
never go. ang that he wil] dite and be 
interred in his tiny kingdom. 

The Italian government has left the 
three prisoners of the vatican, one after 
another, unmolested. At any howr the 
pope chose he might ride forth a free

istruggle of Ireland against British rule 


has given birth, though it has been in 
existence less than three years. Work- 
ing op7ily, using or‘y peac wu. weap- 
ons, violating no law, it has heretofore 
attracted little attention in England, 
and still less in- America. But one fact 
alone suffices to prove the tremendous 
wields. Its anti-enlisting 
crusade has almost brought to a stand- 
still recruiting for the British army in 
Ireland, which, on the basis of its pop- 
ulation, used to furnish far more than 
its proportionate quota of men to the 
armed forces of the empire. 

Sinn Fein—pronounced Shinn Fain—is 
a Gaelic phrase, which, in English, 


probably live pent up within the vatican, 


means ‘‘ourselves alone.’ Iits ideal is an 
\Trish Ireland, run by Irish for Irish- 
men. It is the old Fenianism revived 
with this important diffetence. Fenian- 
ism was based on force; Sinn ‘Fein relies 
on passive resistance. It aims to attain 
its ends by organizing a gigantic strike 
against everything English—English 
goods, English commerce, English laws, 
English economics, English games, Ene- 
lish customs, English institutions of ev- 
ery kind. It sounds like the wildest, 
most impossible scheme that the fevered 
imagination of a distraught patriot ever 
conceived. And yet it is a policy that 
is advocated and supported by many of 
the sanest minded and most intellectual 
men in Ireland. There is boundless en- 
thusiasm behind it. It attracts men of 
all classes. The Sinn Fein propaganda 
is carried on witb © uncompromising 
vigor. _It supports an able weekly jour- 
nal in Dublin, the Sinn Fein, and an- 
other in Belfast, the Republic. It has 
a membership of over 40,000, and ~- is 
growing fast in strength and numbers. 
Celtic Renaissance. 


The explanation of its rapid develop- 
ment is found in the fact that Sinn Fein 
represents the culmination of fe great 
Celtic renaissance movement, which, ¢ar- 
ried on in various forms, is accomplish- 
ing a work far ‘broader, deeper rooted 
and more revolutionary than any that 
has been wrought in Ireland in modern 
times. It is nothing less than the re- 
birth of a nation. The Gaelic League, 
reviving the old Irish tongue, old Irish 
sports and games; the Irish Industries 
Associations, encouraging home manu- 
factures. and enforcing upon Irishmen as 
a patriotic duty the buying of only Irish 
goods and produce; the ccoperative or- 
ganizations, teaching the value of com- 
bination for economic ends, and many 
other nationalizing societies are all bring- 
ing home the lesson that the regeneration 
of Ireland must come from within and 
not from rmwithout—that Irishmen and 
(Irishmen alone can work out the salva- 
tion of Ireland. It is a movement com- 
pounded of practicalism and idealism. 
The extent to which it ‘has fired the 
emotional Irish temperament can only 
be appreciated by one who has witness- 
ed the change which it has wrought in 
the Trish attitude towards the Irish prob- 
lem. It is stiffening the Irish backbone, 
intensifying the racial consciousness, 
maiking Irshmen self-reliant and ashamed 
of the frantic shri@king to the outside 
world for help with which her history 
resounds. 

Because this renaissance movement has 
contributed to the making of a prosper- 
ous Ireland, an Ireland that is peaceful 
and free from agitations that seek re- 
dress of wrongs ‘by violence, English pol- 
iticians, mot perceiving whither it tend- 
ed, have regarded it with open sympathy 
or complacent indifference. And Sinn 
Fein, entering upon the field at the op- 
portune moment when the soil was ripe 
for the sowing of a new seed, has stepped 
to the forefront of the movement with 
a definite constructive scheme for the 
attainment of Irish independence. 

It Will Work.. 


Wild and fantastic as the Sinn Fein 
plan may seem at first grance, it is 
one which history has demonstrated 
will work if the people have the pluck 
and persistence and self-denial to put 
enongh. It succeeded in Hungary. 
Ireland,’ wrote Sidney Smith long 
years ugo, “without being forcibly 
struck with the parallel of Hungary.” 
The Sinn Fein policy is the same pol- 
icy by which the Hungarian patriot 
Deak won practical independence for 
his couatry. Deak took his stand on 
the constitution of 1848. He declared 
that its abolition by Austria was il- 
legal and he ignored the fact that Aus- 
tria was governing Hungary. Against 
Austria he os#ganized a huge national 
boycott. He established an Hungarian 
parliament and refused to send Hun- 
garian representatives to the imperial 
parliament at Vienna. He built up a 
legal, educational and administrative 
sysiem among the people themselves. 
The people backed him up and in twen- 
ty years passive resistance had made 
Austrian rule tmpossible. 

What Hungary has done Irelagd can 
do, say the Sinn Fein leaders. They 
take their constitutional stand on the 
renunciation act passed in !783 in the 
reign of King George III. By it “the 
said rignt claimed by his majesty and 
the parliament of that kingdom (Ire- 
land) in atl cases whatever .. . {fs 
hereby declared to be established, and 
ascertained forever, and shall at no 
time hereafter be questioned or ques- 
tionable.” 

This is emphatic and comprehensive. 
It has never been repealed. 

Statutory Foundation. 


It supplies the Sinn Fein movement 
with a statutory foundation. It ena- 
bles the Sinn Feiners to deny the va- 
lidity of the act of unfon on the ground 
that the members of the Irish parlia- 
ment were simply the trustees of a 
power proceeding from the people and 
without the consent of the people had 
no right to abrogate that power and 
terminate ‘their existence. “The king, 
lords and commons of England,” says 
Arthur Griffith, “have ne more legal 
competency to make laws for this 
country than the mikado and parlia- 
ment of Japan. The renunciation act 
of 1783 is still the law, and since it 
is the law the king of Englad so 
long as he governs this country 
through the British parliament ts not 
the constitutional king of Ireland and 
all recognition of him as such is an 
offense against the constitution.” 


Contending that a British parliament 
has no right to make laws for Irelan 1, 
Sinn Fein holds that no Irishman should 
hold a seat in that assemblage. That is 
the starting point of itg policy.

NEW MISSILES 


Deadlier Torpedoes

The Diameter of the Torpedoes Will 
Be Raised From the Present 
Standard of 173-4 Inches 
to 193.4, and Also 
Lengthened.

Berlin, June !6.—I am informed that 
the torpedo service of the German navy, 
which is extraordinarily proficient, is 
about to undergo an improvement which, 
experts believe, wil] make that arm the 
most powerful in the world, By increas- 
ing the size of ‘both torpedoes and topedo 
tubes the velocity of these projectiles 
wil] be increased by fully five knots. 
All the new warships under construc- 
tion—including the ‘‘Dreadnoughts,’’ the 
giant cruisers, and the turbine torpedo 
boats—will be fitteg with the torpedoes 
and tubes, the diameter of which will be 
raised from e standard of |7 3-4 
inches, now in use in most navies, to 
19 3-4 inches, and which will be length- 
ened in proportion. 

The decision was taken at a secret 
meeting of the high officers in the con- 
struction division of the admiralty, held 
at Kiel last week, under the presidency 
of the nesval secretary, Admiral yon Tir- 
pitz. 

It wae the opinion of the mafority of 
the experts that increase in speed of the 
German torpedoes, which they regarded 
as necessary, could be accomplished only 
by radical alterations {n the size of the 
tonpedo propellor and motive apparatus. 
As the older German ships carrv !3 3-4- 
inch and the newer !7 3-4-inch tore 
does, it was objected that the introduc- 
tion of the 19 3-4-inch weanon would ne- 
cessitate the fleet goine into action with 
three different sizes of torvedoes. But 
it was determinea that the overwhelming 
sumertiority afforded by the new type far 
outweighs this disadvantage.

Paris, June 15.—Among the many 
weird prophecies that have been ut- 
tered with regard to kings and princes, 
the following one about King Haakon, 
which is current in Scandinavia, may 
not be equally well known in England. 

In 1890 Haakon, then Prince Charles 
of Denmark, was cruising in the Me- 
diterranean on the corvette Heimdal] as 
a@ member of the senior class of the 
Naval school. 

The corvette put into the port of 
Malaga, and the prince and his chum, 
Herdebred, went ashore with the other 
cadets. 

The ‘boatswain, who had knocked 
ebout all the ports in the Mediterran- 
ea,n had told the young men that in a 
cafe in the Calle Carmen there was @ 
beautiful fortune teller, Dolores de 
Isla, of great reputation. In the even- 
ing they, of soourse, all met at this 
. particular cafe, 
(who, according to the strict orderg of 
the king, his grandfather, was in no 
way distinguishable from his brother 
cadets) went up to Dolores and asked 
her to tell his fortune. 

Scanned His Hand. 

The palmist teok his hand, and scan- 
ned the lines attentively. Suddenly ehe 
Grew ‘back, and in a trembling voice 
said: “But who might you be, young 
gentleman?” 

“Oh, I’m the same as my comrades 
here, 2 Danish naval cadet.” 

“Show me your 
haps there is a mistake. Come into the 
corner yonder, under the lamp.” 

There the prophetess spoke to the 
prince in a low tone, so that the others 
could not hear. Presently the -young 
man returned to his friends. He was 
deathly pale. No one ventured to ask 
him what had happened, and = aimost 
immediately he got up and left the cafe. 

A month later, when the cruise was 
over, and the Heimdal was entering 
Copenhagen harbor, Prince Charles gave 
his friend -Herdebred a sealéd enve- 
lope, and made him promise to keep it 
intact until he should claim it again. 
in the event of the prince’s death 
Herdebred wag to break the seals and 
reaii the contents. 

A Sealed Letter. 

“Therein is noted down word for word 
what Dolores de Isla told me. ‘It ia, 
of course, all nonsense. But etill, be- 
twixt heaven and earth,. there are mys- 
teries—hypnotism, for instance—which 
the wise have not yet fathomed.” 

On the envelope wag written: ‘‘Malaga, 
1890.—Carl.”’ 

Ten years later, in-July, 1900, Herde- 
bred, who had been wp and down the 
world many times in the interval, met 
the prince on the Stramd Boulevard at 
Copenhagen.

When Princess Maud had retired, and 
the two men were smoking their cigars 
and drinking their coffee, Prince Carl 
asked Herdebred to open the «fateful 
envelope.

ECY: 

Herdebred read: 

“You will. have 
change your name 
your language.”’ 

“You can now understand why J was 
so upset,” sai the prince, Se. - - 
prophecy made to me, a mere lad. far 
from my country, by @ woman who had 
not the slightest idea who I was.” 

“You know how I love my brother. 
No one in the world igs dearer to me. 
Just think, his death alone could cause 
the fulfillment of the prophecy. For 
ten years, every time my brother Chris- 
tlan W@s ailing, I was a prey to wun- 
apedkable anguish. The words of that 
fortune teller would recur to me, and 
the image of my dead brother rise up 
‘before me. It was a ten years’ night- 
mare, 

“At length, when my brother married, 
my fears Segan to be dissipated; and 
rroow that a son and heir (the little 
Prince Frederick) ig Dorn to hfm I can 
laugh at the lies of Dona Dolores de 
Ista.”

ONDON, 
5 Bishopsgate street, one of the 

oldest and most famous historic 
edifices in the city of London, is to be 
demolished to make way for a bank. 
Since 1868 it has been occupied as &@ 
restaurant. In that capacity it is only 
less familiar to Americans than the 
Cheshire cheese in Fleet street, whose 
claims to historic renown is based on 
the tradition, by no means well Ssub- 
stantiated, that Dr. Johnson was wont 
to satisfy the cravings of the inner 
man there. 

But Crosby hall’s claims to historic 
fame admit of no dispute. They are 
many and varied. It was built by Jonn 
Crosby, alderman of London, in 1466, on 
land leased from hig neighbor, the 
prioress of St. Helen’®—land on which 
fges before stood the vila of a Roman 
Londoner. John Crosby was no  ob- 
scure man. <A rich citizen who com- 
bined the business of a grocer and 
wool-stapler, he was a ieader of Lon- 
don in arms when the Bastard Falcon- 
bridge was storming at the gate of Lon- 
don bridge For his services he was 
knighted by Edward IV when the mayor 
and aldermen rode out to mee the king 
peyond Shoreditch in 1471. Me did not 
live long to enjoy the house which Stow 
describes as ‘‘very large and beautiful, 
the highest at that time in London.’ he 
was buried in St. Helen’s church, where 
you may seg him .today Iv'-; in 48 
harvess, with his Yorkist collar of suns 
and reses about his neck. 

Richard Duke, of Gloucester, after- 
wards Richard Ill, purchased Crosby 
hall from Sir John’s widow and made it 
his palace. Shakespeare refers to it in 
the play which some historians’ hold 
does great jusiice to the character of 
the crook-backed monarch. In the coun- 
ce!) chamber, which is Now in much the 
same condition asit wasin the fifteenth 
eentury, the crown was Offered to 
Richard by the mayor and a deputation 
of citizens. for some time thereafter it 
became tha residence of successive lord 
mayors of London. -. Later it fell into 
the hands of its greatest tenant, Sir 
Thomas Wore. lord chancellor of Eng- 
land, who was frequently visited there by 
King Henry \VTIT. 

A great festival was given within its 
walls in Ellizabeth’s time when the most 
famous men then in England—Spengeer, 
Sidney, Richard Grenville, Raleigh, 
Drake and Hawkins—sat down to a ban- 
quet presided over by the queen her- 
self. Shakespeare is said to have oc- 
cupied a horse only a few yards distant 
and to have been a frequent guest at 
the entertainments given in the palace. 
The earl of Northampton and Str John 
Langham subsequently’ became its ten- 
airts and at one period it was used asa 
prison for royalists detained for trial. 

The great:fire of London swept away 
the court yards which covered what is 
now Crosby square, but left the great

But whe public 
money had been given to stay the hand 
of the destroyer no stipulation was made 
as to the future disposition of the build- 
ing. Civic pride in it waned again. For 
some vears it served as the headquarters 
of a literary and scientifi cinstitution. 
Then trade got hold of it again and it 
was occupied by a firm of wine mer- 
chants. later Sir Horatio Davies 
bought the freehold and leased it as @ 
restaurant 

He has just sold it and a great many 
harsh thines are ‘being said about him 
in consequence, which he hardly de- 
serves, Standing in the heart of the 
city the-concentration of business there 
has made pfoperty in that section more 
valuable than anywhere else on earth, 
except, perhaps, in Wall street, New 
York and the immediate vicinity. Land 
in the neighborhood of Crosby hall has 
been sold within recent years at prices 
varying from $3,750,000 to $6.250,000 an 
acre. Few of those who are denouncing 
sir Horatio as a vandal would be able 
to withstand a temptation like that. It 
is easy to indulge in civic pride at the 
expense of somebody else. It would cost 
vastly more to save Crosby Hall now 
than it did when Miss Hackett steppe 
Into the breach. When it comes to a4 
question of raising millions by public 
subscriptions civic pride expends itself 
in indignant letters to the papers, bue 
declines to shell out. One writer Says 
that the destruction gf Crosby hall ‘will 
expose us to the contempt of the Amer- 
cans and We shal) deserve it.’’ And yet 
I] imagine if there had been a Crosby 
hall in Wall street or lower Broadway, 
New York, it would have given way to a 
skyscraper years ago. Al] the same it is 
a great pity that Crosby hall is going. 
With the exception of the old churches 
it is about the only building remaining 
in that square mile known as the City 
of ‘London, which bears witness to what 
London looked like in the days of ‘‘Mer- 
rie BEngland.’’

beorge Lancaster Watched the 
Alabama-Kearsarge Contest 


He Was Then a Boy on His Father’s 
Yacht, ‘“‘The Deerhound,” Which 
Picked Up Survivors of the 
‘‘Alabama’’—Mr. Lancas. 
ter Has Just Died. 


Special Cable. 

London, June !5.—The death of Mr 
George Granville Lancaster, of Kel- 
marsh Hall, ‘Northampton, whose estate 
has been proved at $700,000, recalls the 
-famous battle between the confederate 
privateer Alabama’and the federal war- 
ship K-¢arsarge, which was fought off 
Cherbo::.z during the American civil 
war. 

Mr. Lancaster, who was qa child at the 
time, witnessed the battle from his 
father’s yacht, Deerhound, which picked 
up fourteen officers and twenty-six men 
after the Alabama sank. 

The Alabama was undoubtedly the 
most famous privateer of modern times, 
and during her two years’ career she 
literally swept the American flag from 
the high seas. 

She was a screw steam sloop of 1,040 
tons, built at Birkenhead for the con- 
federate government in 1862. 

For two years the Alabama roamed 
over the world, capturing sixty-five ves- 
sels, and destroying property valued at 
$4,000,000. The federal government fitted 
out the warshiip Kearsarge for the pur- 
pose of destroying the Alabama, and the 
Kearsarge followed her from port to 
port, at last locating her in Cherbourg 
harbor in June, 1864. C 

The Alabama was refitting, but she ac- 
cepted the Kearsarge’s challenge, and 
the battle took place outside Cherbourg 
on Sunday, June 19. 

Wr. Lancaster's father thus described 
the battle in the log of the Deerhound: 

‘10:30 a, m.—Observed the Alabama 
steaming out of the harbor toward the 
federal steamer Kearearge. 

“11:10 a. m.—The Alabama commenced 
firing, the distance between tbe vessels 
being a mile.

now to be witnessed of practically 
the entire population of a village en- 
gaged in a hunt for buried treasure. 
The village in question is Bradley, and 
for a fortnight or more—or since 4 highly 
interesting discovery was mace in the 
neighborhopd—the ordinary occupations 
and pastimes of the inhabitants have 
been almost completely neglected. All 
and sundry have been engaged in digging 
for the princely ‘“‘lot’’ which supposedly 
is hidden in the mins of an ancient 
manor house. 

This residence was known as Bradley 
hali, and it was for generations the 
home of the famous Kniveton and Mey- 
nell families, who were prominent in the 
days of Charles I and in the Restoration 
period. Legend has maintained for 
years that immense treasures of. plate 
and money were buried in the strong 
rooms and secret passages of the grand 
mansion of bygone days, but alas no one 
could tell exactly where that mansion 
had stood. It appears to hawe been 
razed to the ground at the end of a 
checkered history, and hitherto all efforts 
to locate the ruins have proved vain. 
About two weeks ago, however, work- 
men digging in the grounds behind the 
local church chanced to hit upon stone- 
work which was identified as belonging to 
the long-sovght ruins, whereupon all 
Brafley laid aside its customary voca- 
tions and flocked with spade and pick to 
the little churchyard.

For this work of 
Rossler’s, which is a tragedy, is a 
sort of sequel to the New Testament 
story of the Savior and the “young 
man who had great possessions,” and 
who was bidden to sell all he had 
and give to the poor. Report speake 
highly of it, and the theme must have 
been handled with some _ dexterity. 
otherwise the play certainly would 
have been vetoed by the British censor, 
who seldom consents to the production 
of Biblical plays. 

In “Great Possessions,’ however, the 
hero*is named simply Nathaniel, while 
other characters are Ruth, Asarja and 
Spintharos, the second of these parts, 
by the way, being taken in the Adetph!

One of the best and, in fact, one of 
the most necessary poultry foode is 
green bone, says R. H. Jones in Amer- 
ican Poultry Advocate. No other food 
can entirely take its place. There are 
different food clements required for 
fowls, and one «<f the most essential is 
protein. The other elements are also 
neceseary, but this is the one which is 
given the most attention by poultry- 
men. In green cut bone we find a large 
percentage of this most essential ele- 
ment; hence its value as a food. There 
may be some objections to feeding 

een bone for seVéral reasons, but it 

certain that the advantages fully 
compensate for them. 

Green cut bone can be fed advan- 
tageously to fow!'s intended for many 
different purposes and under different 
conditiops It is a great help in hasten-- 
ing the growth of young birds. Also 
when fed to laying hens the egg yield 
will be increased wonderfully, and the 
poultry raiser well paid for the labor 
expended. It is a food which all fowls 
readily eat. and it must be fed judi- 
ciously—that is to say, not too much 
must be given at a time. It is a recog- 
nized fact that animal food must be 
given in some form, and, while it may 
be supplied in other ways, this is un- 
Goubtedly the most economical and 
satisfactory. 

It should recommend itself to poul-

Report of Dean Soule, of the Agri- 
cultural College of the Univer. 
sity of Georgia, Shows What 
Is Being Accomplished 
in Other States. 


Athens, Ga, June |15.—(Special.}—The 
agricultural board of trustees has 
a@popted entirely the report of Dean 
Soule, embodying recommendations as 
to what should be done for the im- 
provement of the work in agriculture 
in the university. 

Very Comprehensive Report. 

Dean Soule’s report was very compre- 
hensive and evidenced a great deal of 
care and attention to his subject. Un- 
der the plans that he has made the 
teaching in the agricultural depart- 
ment of the university will be a study 
of the soils, the composition of plant 
and animal bodies, the study of the 
history, growth, improvement and dis- 
position of cotton and its various by- 
products, horticulture, animal  hus- 
bandry, animal breeding, dairy hus- 
bandry, veterinary science, farm engi- 
neering, construction of farm butld- 
ings, operation and repair of machin- 
ery, drainage and irrigation problems, 
agricultural biology, control and eradi- 
cation of predaceous insects, control of 
plant diseases, care and preservation of 
forest areas, and other important sub- 
jects of interest to the farmer and of 
benefit to the agricultural development 
of the state. 

Dean Soule in his report’ gives some 
interesting information as to what ag- 
‘ricultural education and research hav 
accomplished. .

The college owns a good farm which 
fs in bad condition. There are no 
buildings or equipment of any descrip- | 
tion available for its work. There is | 
no organized staff such as a successful 
agricultural college must have. Under 
these conditions it is patent that a 
good deal of money and much energy 
must be expended to create a college 
which will provide agricultural leader- 
ship and prove a source of inspiration 
to the farmere of Georgia. 

Here are a few figures as to what 
other states are doing for the colleges 
of agriculture: 

I1—Missouri gave $85,298 to her col- 
leges of agriculture and $40,726 to her 
experiment station for the year [906, 
besides the $85,000 in special appro- 
priations for buildings.

The result is that the moral 
atmosphere and the general tone of the 
university is undoubtedly better than 
ever before. 
#50,000 Recommended. 

“In order to meet the absolute needs 
of the university we recommend that 
the legislature appropriate to the univer- 
sity proper $50,000 to replace the amount 
to be used for the support of the azri- 
cultural college of Georgia from the 
land script fund and the federa] grant. 

Already the university has its col- 
lege of liberal arts, medicine, law, en- 
gineering, pharmacy, etc., but little at- 
tention has been given to that great 
career which yearly enlists more young 
men than all others combined—the 
magnificent field of modern business. 
We, therefore, recommend the estab- 
lishment of a department of commerce 
in which the future leaders of busi- 
ness may secure the progressive breadth 
which distinguishes the university 
graduate.e In this department should 
be taught banking, finance and details 
of business; and questions of wages, 
‘labor, capital, commerce and immigra- 
tion should be studied and discussed. 
This innovation will require at first 
one additional professor—a professor in 
business administration. 

The university has for several years 
maintained a chair of philosophy and 
education, which has been most satis- 
factorily fiHed by the present incum- 
bent, Professor Woofter. This course 
has done much to upbuild the educa- 
tional interests of the state, but the 
university should go a step further. If 
the university training of teachers is 
ever to take its proper position, it 
must become more than a mere inci- 
dent in a four year’s liberal culture 
course. Every reason that would 
place the other professional schools 
in the university should also place 
there a school for the _ training of 
teachers for the secondary schools. 
We, therefore, recommend the estab- 
lishment of such a department. 

We most heartily recommend that 
the trustees place in the hands of the 
chancellor a contingent fund to be 
used as he may deem wise. Such a 
fund is absolutely necessary, unless 
personal sacrifices are to be made.

We most heartily indorse the sum- 
mer school and ask the legislature for 
a continuance of the present appro- 
priation.

There was a peculiar miscarriage of 
justice in the case of Will Smith, of 
Walton county. He was tried for mur- 
der and the jury brought in a verdict 
of guilty, with the recommendation 
that he be imprisoned for one year. Of 
course there is no such sentence for 
murder in Georgia, and the judge had 
to sentence him to life imprisonment. 
Members of the jury wrote the prison 
commission stating that they had in- 
ténded to bring in a verdict of involun- 
tary manslaughter, because it was evi- 
dent that Smith did not intend to kill. 
The knife wound from which the man 
died after Smith cut him was in the 
leg, and death was caused from lack of 
medical attention, He has already 
served more than a year and was, there- 
fore, pardoned.

We commend every effort now being 
made for the erection of a $75,000 buifild- 
ing on the campus for the Young Men’s 
Christian Association.

Athletics. 


We realize that in athletics there is 
danger lest too much time and atten- 
tion be given them, and lest the phys- 
ical be given more attention than the 
mental. We, however, have examined 
carefully into the method of conduct- 
ing same at the university, and find 
that the system is good. We have 
ascertained: upon investigation that no 
one is allowed to play on the uni- 
versity teams who is a delinquent, and 
that during tae present scholastic 
year only two have been placed on 
the delinquent list. The class standing 
of the members cf the teams has been 
high, as a rule, and the character of 
the players good. On trips to inter- 
collegiate games the students are ac- 
companied by a professor, and no work 
is lost on account of such absence. 


State Sehool Commissioner. 


We indorse the action of the State 
Teachers’ Assocation and of the Busi- 
nes& Men’s Educational Committee in 
a&sking that the state school commis- 
sioner be made an ex-officlo member 
of the general board of trustees of the 
university. 

There is no doubt in our minds that 
the university should establish a de- 
partment of geology and mineralogy, 
and that the proper head of this de- 
partment is the state geologist, who 
should have his residence at the uni 
versity. The state entomologist should 
be connected with the college of agri- 
culture, 

In conclusion, we have tried to place 
before the board and the legislature 
some of the most urgent needs of the 
university. These needs should be met. 
Many of them must be met, or else let 
Georgia confess herself negligent to 
her youth, indifferent to her future anid 
unworthy of her mighty past. If the 
present is to be revived, if a great 
future for the university is to be as- 
sured depends in @ great measure upon 
those to whom we most respectfully 
submit this report.

“Conscious of the shortcomings of

It gives 
advice to the woman who spends the 
money for the home. It condemns the 
manufacturers who cheat the people 
by producing inferior articles and imi- 
tations. In dealing with the question 
of how the advertising business has 
gradually come to be a legitimate part 
of the manufacturing business, Mr. 
Black says: 

“After the*’manufacturer had put rich- 
es in his quality products he found 
that something remained to be done.

Thus he began, and te- 
day we find that honest advertising of 
meritorious goods has not only been 
profitable in itself, but has made the 
exaggerated advertising of doubtful ar- 
ticles ridiculous. The only advertising 
that pays is that which has a fact be- 
hind every assertion; that which can 
make good every pledge, every claim. 
Whether it fill many pages or a few 
lines, the rule holds to the very let- 
ter. 

“So the men of sense, enterprise and 
proportion realize that advertising was 
not a mere circus trick to attract the 
crowd, but that rightly used, it was 
as much of an investment as their 
own manufacturing plants.”

Foreign Finances Played Part 
in Showing, 


wrock Market of the Week Has Re- 
flected Lack of Confidence on 
Part of Operators to Take on 
Steck—Cov. Hughes’ Veto 
Felt in Stocks. 


New York, June i6.—The litsiess tone 
of the speculation remained unaltered in 
today’s stock market. Foreign influences 
played some part in this showing, eape- 
cially on accounr of the bearing on the 
further demand for gold for export. The 
financiaid difficulties in Alexandria were 
reflected in the withdrawal] from Lon- 
don today of 6!,250,000 for shipment to 
Egypt. Diecountg rose in reeponse in 
London. The renewed complications in 
Russian politics turn attention to the 
Parig marketg and promises a continu- 
ance of the demand from thet center for 
gold. Foreign exchange in this market, 
in fact, continued firm today. The bank 
statement revealed a larger decrease in 
cash than has been estimated, and as 
there was no loan contraction to reduce 
the deposits, the already narrow suF- 
plus reserve was gtill further depleted. 
The loan item, it was believed, did not 
fully reflect the demnads on the banks, 
in view of the heavy payments, which 
fell due today. Many dividendg were 
payable today, including the Standard 
Oil, Consolidated Gas, Delaware and 
Hudson, and there was besides payavie 
the first installment of subscriptions on 
the new Southern Pacific preferred stock 
calling for $9,000,000. The effect on the 
loan item of the banks may be thrown 
forward into next week's statement. The 
foreign bank statement for May was re- 
garded with interest, owing to its r- 
ing on the exchange’ situation. a 
heavy increase in merchandise imports 
so far overbore the small gain in value 
of exports that the excess value of ex- 
port, for the month was reduced to $6,- 
000,000, compared with $25,649,000 tor 
May of last year. Union Pacific was 
under some special pressure, owing to 
the reports of passing of the Chicago and 
Alton from Union Pacific to Rock Island 
control. The market became almost 
stagnant before the bank statement ap- 
peared, and prices ran off slightly after- 
wards. 

The pond market was also quiet. Total 
sales, par value, $374,000. 

The stock market of the week has re- 
flected the lack of confidence on the part 
of operators to take on stock. The more 
noted of the favorable factors was the 
growth of confidence over the prospect 
for the wheat crop. From the time of 
the appearance on Monday of the gov- 
ernment report of condition, as of Jlune 
|, the prevailing course of prices was 
downward. The overextended specula- 
tion in that grain was partly responsie 
ble for this movement, but the goverm- 
ment report was of substantial effect in 
quieting the apprehension which had been 
feit of a possible total failure of the 
wheat crop.

LARGE GROUP OF SOLAR SPOTS. 


-—=Zerved for First Time Yesterday 


by Professor. Peters. 


Washington, June !5.—An enormous 
group of solar spots was observed for the 
first time today by Professor George H. 
Peters, of the United States naval ob- 
servatory with the photo-heliograpb. 
“They probably appeared on the sun's 
eastern edge over two or three days 
ago,’ said Professor Peters, in speaking 
of his ¢gbservations. 

“But owing to clouds the observations 
were unobtainable here until today. 

“The group at present consists of two 
large spots connected by a somewhat 
smaller one. There area few outlying 
spots. The total length of the group 
is 82,000 miles, while its breadth is about 
30,000 miles. It is nearly one-tenth the 
apparent diameter of the sun, and can 
be easily seen through smoked or col- 
ored glass. 

“This group is in the sun's southern 
hemisphere in the part known as the 
sun spot zone, as was the enormous 
group announced last February.”

An- 
other beautiful wreath was ordered from 
Honolulu by “Hatch.” 6till another was 
ordered by cable from friends in Lon- 
don. In addition, there were hundreds 
of floral offerings from Confederate Vet- 
erans, Daughters of the Wonfederacy, 
commercial organizations and private cit- 
izens generally from all over the south: 

The funeral services, which were held 
at noon, were conducted by Dr. W. P., 
Dickinson, pastor of the Chruch Street 
Methodist church, and consisted of Scrip 
tural readings, songs and prayer. The 
church hag a seating capacity of 1!,100 
and every seat was taken with many 
standing. A still greater number were 
unable to gain admission. 

Sentries to Keep Back Crowd. 

Sentinels were placed on duty at every 
door to keep the crowd out. Relatives 
and national and state représentatives 
occupied two hundred reserved seats di- 
rectiy in front of the’‘altar. At the noon 
hour, just as the church bells began ito 
toll, the various delegations began to 
arrive at the church. First came Vice 
President Fairbanks, Senator Pettus and 
C. W. Hooper, of the local committee. 
Then came the Misses Morgan, accompa- 
nied by friends and relatives: the sena- 
torial, congressional and jud.cial delega- 
tions’ and officials headed by Governor 
Comer, and other delegations Yollowed. 

Amid a solemn hush Dr. Dickinson 
aros® and opened the services by say- 


ing: 

“Awe meet today, my friends, to pay 
tribute to one af Alabama’s noblest sons. 
Let us read from the word of God.” 

He then read the fourteenth chapter of 
John. The choir sang ‘How Firm a 
Foundation,’ after which Rabbi E. 8 
‘uevy read from the 6criptures. Dr. 
A. W. Gambdle, rector of St. Paul's Epis- 
copal church, also read a lesson. The 
choir sang “Rock of Ages,.”’ and after 
another f&criptura! lesson by Rev. J. 
L. Rosser and prayer was offered by 
Rev. A. A. Ford, of the First Presbyte- 
Man church. 

It was a fervent prayer in which the 
virtues of the deceased were extolled 
and the loss to the nation deplored. Thig 
concluded the services at the church.

the hearse, the band outside the church 
played, ‘Lead, Kindly Light.” Many 
wept as the sweet étrains of the favor- 
ite hymn of the late President McKinley, 
a warm friend of Senator Morgan, fioat- 
el upon the noonday air. The procession 
to Live Oak cemetery was even larger 
than that from the railroad station to 
the church, various delegations and dis- 
tinguished visitors being Vice President 
Fairbanks and Senator Foraker having 
arrived meanwhile. All the business 
houses were closed and emblems of 
mourning bedecked every buliding on the 
route. Everywhere the wheels of in- 
dustry had stopped for the time. The 
services at the graveside were simple, 


tribute of the United Confederate Vet- 
erans to Senator Morgan was issued 
today by General Stephen D. Lee, com- 
manding the veterans: 

“With profound sorrow the general 
commanding announces to his confed- 
erate comrades the death of another 
sorrow |Of our distinguished associates. John

' Tyler Morgan, brigadier general in the 
confederate army, and. United States 
senator from Alabama, passed into rest 
at Washington near midnight, June li. 

“At the breaking out of hostilities in 
1861. he displayed his devotion to his 
state by entering the army as a pri- 
vate in the gallant Eighth Alabama 
regiment under the command of the 
peerless Rodes. By force of merit he 
rapidly rose to the command of a 
brigade and as such commander ren- 
dered most efficient service to the 
cause he loved so well. 

“It was in post-bellum affairs that 
the marked ability of this man was 
most conspicuous. ASg a leader in na- 
tional matters, the constant and un- 
wavering consideration which he gave 
to all that would add to the glory and 
renown of his country was most noted, 
and won the plaudits of the world. 
Rigid in his construction of his duty, 
immovable when his line of action was 
decided on, uncorrupted and incorrupt- 
able, he died with a character as pure 
as the snow and a reputation without 
flaw or stain. He stands out the most 
conspicuous figure of his day amd en- 
joyed the confidence and esteem of all 
—his friends and his enemies alike. 
To the vouth of the entire country, 
north and south, his noble life may be 
held up for emulation, and ‘to be like 
Morgan’ in character or action may be 
regarded as the highest honor known

Remains of Great Senator Are 
Interred at Selma 


THOUSANDS AT THE FUNERAL

Grave of Senator Beside That of W.}| 
R. King, Who Died While He 
Was Vice President of United 
States—Floral Offerings 
From All Over the 
World. 


Selma, Ala., June 165.—The funeral] of 
the late Senator John T. Morgan took 
place here at noon today from the Church 
Street Methodist church, where the dead 
senator for many years worshipped, and 
hig body was laid to rest in Live Oak 
cemetery in a lot adjoining the tombd of 
Wilwam R. King, who @ied more than 
half a century ago, while he was vice 
president of the United States. Thou- 
gands were present at the funeral, in- 
cluding delegationg from every city 
the state. 

Many distinguished men were also on 
hand. Besideg the congressional party 
who accompanied the body ftom Wash- 
ington, there were present Vice Presi- 
dent C. W. Fairbanks, Governor Comer 
and the various state officials, together 
with every member of the Alabama con- 
gressional delegation. 

Veterans Met Body. 

The funeral train arrived promptly at 
9 o’cloak and was met at the union depot 
by @ large escort, consisting of military, 
confederate veterans, distinguished Ala- 
tamans and the population generally. 
When the train halted, Senator B. W. 
Pettus, the venerable colleague of the 
distinguished dead, was the first to alight. 
After he had assisted the Misses Mor- 
gan, daughters of the dead senator, from 
the train, they were escorted to carriages 
in waiting. 

The casket was then removed and it 
was placed in the waiting hearse. A 
delegation of women literally covered it 
with flowers picked from Alabama’s na- 
tive soil. The flowers were tossed upon 
the casket until the doors of the hearse 
were closed and the solemn mérch to 
the church began. The procession was 
headed by Mayor V. B. Atkins. Then 
came a band of music and next the mill- 
tary, followed by the confederate veter- 
ans, the various committees and distin- 
guished visitors in carriages. Ag the 
procession was moving away, the con- 
gressional delegations were escorted to 
carriages.

It will also have to 
deal with the problem of education 
which ts, kaleidoscopically, presenting 
new phases and new f@¢atiire® every 
year. There is an ever-increasing de- 
mand for more funds for educational 
purposes, particularly for the common 
school system of the state. Although 
Georgia now gives approximately two 
millions annuafiy to education, this sum 
is regarded as being far from sufficient 
to accomplish the great work that is 
before the state fa this respect. It is 
probable that the educational situation 
will remain a serious problem for the 
legislature for several years to come. 

Tax Valuations. 


A recent action of the comptroller 
general in forcing up the tax valtes of 
corporation property § in Georgia, in 
many instances more than double the 
values of last year, Ras served more 
than anything else to call attention to 
the defect in the state’s tax system, 
under which private property owners 
are permitted to make such returns ag 
they see fit, without regard to actual 
value. One of the chief complaints of 
the corporations against increasing 
their tax returns, has been that private 
property owners in many cases return 
less than one-fourth, often legs than 
one-eighth, of the market value of their 
property, although the law says the 
| tax returns shall represent the true 
maTket value of the property returned. 
| J4 is well known that all over the state 
‘farm lands worth from $20 to $60 an 
acre are returned for taxation at $2 to 
$6 an acre. This fact was brought out 
In sworn testimony before a committee 
of the legislature a couple of years ago, 
which had charge of the matter of the 
creation of the new counties. 

As an instance in point, a North 
Georgia manufacturer said at the capi- 
tol the other day that a land owner in 
his county who owns a 260-acre farm, 
for which he has refused 610,000 cash, 
and which he returns for taxation at 
$1,200, atternpted to hold him wp for 
$200 per acre for twenty acres of this 
land to be used for the purpose of 
establishing a public waterworks sys- 
tem. dn other words, the farmer asked 
for the twenty acres over three times 
as much as the amount at which he 
returned for taxation the entire two 
hundred and fifty acres. As the result 
of condemnation proceedings, it 1s prob- 
wbole that the waterworks man will get 
this land at a price considerably lower 
than that asked. At the same time, 
this is an interesting feature of many 
cases in point of the wide difference 
between taxable and actual valuation. 
(Recent legislatures have made several: 
attempts to get at some system under 
which taxable values in Georgia might 
be more nearly equalized, but for one 
reason or another these efforts, up to 
the present time, have failed. 

With the requirements just now being 
put upon the corporations, that their 
tax returns shall more equally approach 
the real value of the property, it is 
expected that some step will be taken 
also to equalize the returns of private 
property; either by county boards of 
tax assessors, Or through some other 
equally effective means. If such «a 
movement as this is general in itg ef- 
fect upon all classes of property owners, 
there would, of course, be no increase 
On each taxpayer. The increase in the 
volume of taxable values would natur- 
ally be followed by «4 in the

BANKHEAD WILL 
BE APPOINTED 


Fovernor Comer Makes State- 
ment of His Position, 


MAKES PLAIN FOUR THINGS 


Gov. Comer Will Appoint Bankhead. 
Regards Primary as Only Bind. 
ing Appointment of Sena- 
tor, and He Is Governor 
for Four Years, 


Montgomery, Ala., June 15.—(Special.) 
In a statement given out this afternoon, 
Governor B. B. Comer makes plain these 
four things: 

He will name John H. Bankhead to the 
vacant senatorship. 

He regards the instruction of the pri- 
mary with regard to the alternate sena- 
torship binding only upon the execu- 
tive to appoint until a meeting of the 
legis,ature, and not in any sense of the 
word binding upon the members of the 
legislature. 

In case of failure of the legislature to 
elect or provide for a primary to maka 
selections, he will ask the authority of 
the party to order a primary that the 
people may in this way express choice of 
&@ man to succeed Senator Morgan. 

He is governor for four years, pledged 
to the people to carry out the will of 
the platform, and expects, with their 
help, to Ke2p up the fight to the end, 
and will not, under any circumstances, 
allow the use of hig name for the honor. 

Of the last proposition he says: ‘7 
am not only sworn to uphold the const'- 
tution, but pledged to carry out ag best 
I can every policy outlineg in my caam- 
paign; to carry into effect the laws en- 
acted and to be enacted by the legis'e- 
ture, and in the words of the old confed- 
@ate enlistment: ‘This is for three years 
of the war.‘ And Itrus¢ and pray for 
the help of every citizen. I wish that 
throwing aside every prejudice, they wi'l 
join with me and help in this patriotic 
duty.” 

While the governor does not say that 
he is opposed to Bankhead for election, 
that much seems to be inferred from his 
hearty condemnation of the alternate 
plan and the emphasis he puts upon his 
belief that the recommendation was not 
meant for the legislature. 

He insists that questions are up of Vi- 
tal importance to the state, one of 
which, the effort of the national govern- 
ment to take away the rights of the 
states to control their affairs and regu- 
late their own busjmess, make it imper- 
ative that “‘the people should have in 
the “‘next regular or special session of 
representative in whom they could place 
the utmost confidence and trust.”’ 

He says the plan of choosing alternate 
senators ‘‘set aside both the constitu- 
tion and ordinary decency,” and takes 
the position that the action of the con- 
vention in limiting the indorsement to 
the “next regular or special sesion of 
the legislature’ is a refutation of the 
plan on the part of the people, as that

$5,000—was too high. The contra:t 
agreed on saves the city $20,000. 

If the city established its own plant, It 
would lose the 2 per cent per year on 
the $600,000 gross income of the electri 
company, making 812,000, wh'she added 
to the $20,000 now saved. makes a total 
of $32,000, which the city would logs: 
during the years 1907, 1908 and 1909. 
After twenty years this rate will be 3 
Per cent on the gross yearly receipts. 

Besides the propased report insisted tt 
would take from $50,000 to $100,000 to 
keep the plant in keeping with the 
ordinary growth of the city, not count- 
ing what might be needed additionally 
if annexation carried. 

The members present yesterday unan.

He returned to Auetralia, and after 
defeating all challengers, again went to 
England. and put up $2,500 to fight 
any one In the world, John L. Sullivan 
preferred. Slavin offered to take ex- 
menses and fight in America, or allow 
expenses and fight in France. 

Sullivan had no time to respond to 
the Australian’s defi, for-Jem Smith, 
who had fought a draw with Kilrain, for 
The Police Gazette belt, at once picked 
up the gauntlet and agreed to meet 
Sullivan. A. meeting was held, and a 
match at once ratified for a battle ac- 
cording to London prize ring rules, for 
82,000 a side. 

In the meantime, Slavin was matched 
with Bill Goode, for a glove contest, for 
$2,000 a side, which he won easily, and 
Smith also took on a match with Peter 
Jackson, which ended’ in Smith's de- 
feat. While the men were preparing for 
the fight speculation was brisk, and 
large commissions were put on Slavin, 
the bulk of the money coming from ‘Aus- 
tralia. 

In fact, there was so much money be- 
hind the Australian that Smith, who 
was the favorite at first, fell in the bet- 
ting, and Slavin was made the first 
choice, at 6 to 4. 

Win, Tie or Wrangle. 

As the day for the battle approached 
E&mith’s backers, it is gaid, were eager 
to break off the match. Slavin was ar- 
rested, but on furnishing bonds he was 
allowed to go scot free, when {t was 
known he would not fight in England. 
Smith’s backers then came to the con- 
clusion that thefr champion must fight 
‘or forfeit, and they engaged’ twenty- 
five well-picked men to accompany the 
champion to Belgium, and “win, tie or 
‘wrangle’ was their motto. 

The Australian wag informed that ff 
he did not have a strong corner he 
would not receive fair play. and Slavin’s 
backers at once made arrangements to 
have a.number of select men, with 
peaceful ideas of the Quaker order, at 
the ring. 

Tickets to the battle were limited: 
nevertheless, a large delegation crossed 
the Silver Streak to the trysting place. 
The ring had been erected on a private 
estate, and the party cleverly eluded 
the gendarmesa, who believed the battle 
would be fought at Chantilly. Both men 
entered the ring in first-class condition. 
Smith weighed |85 pounds, while Slavin 
weighed 195 pounds. 

After the umpires were Selected they 
and the referee took up their position:. 
The colors of the men were tied to the 
stakes, and the secondg gave their cham- 
pions a final rub down. Slavin’s sec- 
onds then examined the spikes on 
Smith’s boots, and all was ready for the 
fight. 

On time being qalled, the rivals faced 
each other, Slavin smiling, while Smith 
had a pecullar but determined look. Both 
men being now inside the ring, Baldock 
said, addressing Slavin's seconds

STATE CHEMISTS 
HOLD A MEETING 


The Georgia section of the American 
Chemical Society held its annual meet- 
ing last night in the chemical laboratory 
of the Georgia Tech, 

President J. M. McCandless called the 
meeting to order and after the short 
business meeting several interesting pa- 
pers were read, ag follows: “Adultera- 
tion in Commercial Fertilizers,” by J. M. 
MoCandless; ‘‘Preparation of a Standard 
Solution of Sodium Arsenite,” by H. V. 
Black and B. 8S. Brown; ‘‘Solubility of 
Stearic Acid in Aicohol,’’ by W. H. Bm- 
erson, and “The Oleo Resins,” by C. Mi. . 
Herty, of the University of North Caro- 


lina. 


was the address to the society hy C. H. 
Herty on the subject of “Oleo Resin.” 
This address attracted particular atten- 
tion on account of the interest it holde 
to both the scientific men and to the 
public generally and because of the wide- 
spread reputation Dr. Herty enjoys and 
his popularity among his former as8so- 
ciates in the society. 

Dr. Herty was for a long time con- 
nected with the University of Georgia 
in the department of chemistry. 

Dr. Herty’s chief work in the past few 
years has been of a very patriotic na- 
ture. He has been largely instrumental 
in the development of the turpentine in- 
dustry in the south. He had noticed for 
a long time the great waste in the pro- 
duction of turpentine and naval stores, 
Formerly when a tree was tapped for 
turpentine !t oftentimes died. ‘pr. Her- 
ty’s work has ‘been to increase the pro- 
ductivity of the tree with a decreasing 
amount of waste and without injury to 
the tree. Dr. Herty, in his address last 
evening before the association, spoke of 
Mis work in the pineywoods, which he 
considered scientific, although removed 
from the laboratory, the test tube and 
the Bunsen burner. He referred briefly 
to the small amount of research work in 
the laboratories and investigation done 
in the field where it had been so sorely 


needed. 
His lecture explained his process used 


in draining the trees.

EQUIPMENT. 


The material equipment of Brenau consists of five handsome brick 
and stone buildings, situated on a beautifully shaded campus. In addition 
there are four sorority houses and frve professors’ residences surrounding 
the campus, making a total of fifteen buildings used by members of the 
srenau College Community. ;

Tt would be easy without appealing to 
any prehistoric event to bring together a 
large number of facts that woulq show 
that the faculty of adaptation and intel- 
MNgent progress is not reserved exclusively 
for the human race. 

Transported to Australia or California. 
our black bee completely alters her 
habits. After one or two years, finding 
that summer is perpetual ang flowers 
forever abundant, she will live from day 
to day, content to gather the honey and 
pollen indispensable for the day's con- 
sumption, and her recent and thoughtful 
observation triumphing caver hereditary 
experience, she will cease to make pro- 
vision for her winter. Buchner mentions 
en analagous fact, which also proves the 
bee's adaptation’ to circumstances, not 
glow, secular, unconscious and fatal, but 
immediate and intelligent. In Barba- 
does the bees whose hives are in the 
midst of the refineries, where they find 
sugar in plenty during the whole year, 
will wholly abandon their visits to the 
flowers.

A short time ago, however, 
a young: cornet player who thad learned 
his art entirely in the UnitedStates, ap- 
peared before the king of England end 
won wunstinted applauee in the court of 
that royal connoisseur. F 

When American boys acquire such skill 
without going abroad for it there is sure- 
ly something new in the wind. Hereto- 
fore, while occasionally a native Amer- 
ioan who has started in early and prac- 
ticed late—usually to-the discomfort of 
his neighbors—has become _ sufficiently 
skilled to secure a violin or ‘cello part 
in one of the important orchestras of the 
country, the performers on the piéces 
that require breath have almost inva- 
riably been drawn from abtroad—the 
executants on the brasg instruments be- 
ing mostly Germans and those on wood 
wind French. In the: fatherland, where 
nearly all young men must undergo con- 
scription, and where regimental bands 
fre about as common as hand organs 
with us, good players are trained in 
great numbers. ‘The brightest young 
Germans, in orde: to escape the neces- 
sity of shouldering a musket, begin as 
small boys to learn to play the cornet 
or the flute. That means that when 
the time comes for going ‘into the 
army they are virtuosi of high attain- 
ments. : 

dn this country the disadvantages of 
conscription are fortunately not present. 
Of late, however, the growing jmnpor- 
tance of orchestras has set many young 
men wondering why all the positions de- 
manding skill with flute, oboe, clarionet, 
bassoon, trumpet or French horn, should 
be filled from abroad. An ancient op- 
position exists between the instruments 
of string and wind, one dating back to 
the days when the lyre of Apollo was 
adjudged by competent listenerg to have 
outplayed the flute of Marsyas. <Ameri- 
can musicians, «for some reason, used to 
give preference to the strings rather than 
to the wind. The infectious enthusiasm, 
however. of such performers as those of 
the Boston Symphony orchestra, many 
of whom teach at the New England 
Conservatory of Music, the oldest and 
largest of American music schools, has 
brought it about that many American 
candidates for musical honors’ are 
demonstrating that we have no na- 
tional incapacity for ‘“‘tunes blown by 
a boy’s mouth on a reed.” 

The names of C. Lenom, oboist; C. 
Vennini, oalarionetist; Daniel Maquarre 
and Arthur SBrooke, flutists, and = L. 
Kleopfel, trumpeter and cornetist all fa- 
miliar’' to Americans who attend the con- 
certs of the Boston Symphony orchestra 
when it is on the road, are of a character 
to give a little explanation of the present 
vogue of the wind instruments. These 
men, by virtue of their membership in 
the Boston Symphony, are past masters 
of their art. Those of their students who 
are sufficiently advanced to play in the 
conservatory orchestra are coached pro- 
fessionally during the rehearsals, and are 
thus put in line for orchestral work of 
the most difficult kind.

whole valumes, by Theobalg Boehm i: 
his new flute constructed in 1832. one 
which for the first time provided’ that 
each note should’ speak independently 
out. of a_ single hole as though the 
remainder of the bore were entirely 
cut off, and that all keys in thetr po- 
Sition of rest should be permanenily 
open. There has been, and is still so- 
ing on, the perfecting of the oboe the 
most artistic and most elaborate of 
wind instruments, adapted alike to sport- 
ive and light-hearted passages or for 
those that are slow, pleading and be- 
seeching; suitable, as has been ex- 
pressed, either for a wedding or for a 
funeral. The oboe was ingeniously im- 
proved sixty years ago by Triebert 
upon the suggestion of Barret. who was 
&@ soloist in the Covent Garden or- 
chestra. Since that it has been ap 
instrument of 34 notes, all good. lL: 
is superior in intensity and timbre to 

all the other wood wind instruments. 
Withal, the young players must famil- 
iarize themselves with the clarionet, 
less distinctive than the oboe, but with 
an even greater range, one of 42 notes, 
adaptive, capable of taking the part of 
several other instruments. There is the 
bassogn, the sole bass in the wood wind 
group, an instrument of uneven quality, 
but absolutely necessary, though it pre- 
sents difficult problems to the writer of 
orchestral music. 

The trumpet and the cornet of the 
brass wind groups are more limited in 
range, with only thirteen or fourteen 
notes, and with breaks in the scale such 
that, as has been expressed, the trumpet 
can proceed only by skips like a sparrow 
nopping from branch to branch. For a 
long time the cornet superseded’ the 
trumpet in orchestral favor, but the re- 
verse just now holds true. The cornet’s 
technical resources show to the best adr 
Vantage in the secondary forms of the 
musical art, in military and brass bands, 
or in such performances as those of 
the old days in Germany, when it was a 
characteristic custom on Sundays and 
holidays to have the choral for the day 
played by a band of cornets and trom- 
bones standing in the tower in the prin- 
cipal church. 

In this country, little attention in the 
early days was paid to the wind instru- 
ments, except by the royal military 
bands in the colonial capitals. In the 
rural districts the pitch pipe was the 
only wind counterpart to the fiddle. It is 
read, however, that in one of the most 
celebrated of Boston churches the ac- 
companiment of the singing, before the 
introduction of the church organ, was 
given by flute, bassoon and violincello, 
and in'the eighteenth century some ad- 
vertisements of horns, flutes, clarionets 
and trombones give (proof that band 
playing was beginning to be popular. 
Gottlieb Graupner, the father of Ameri- 
can orchestral music, he who startled the 
Philharmonic Soctety, in Boston, in the 
early nineteenth century, was an’ oboe 
player from a German regiment, who 
settled in this country in 1797; and 
Carl Zerrahn, who, in the middle nine- 
teenth century, did much to promote the 
cause of American music, started life as 
a flute player.

Inspector of English Police 


Net a Vacancy in Years 


YOUR SON’S DESTINY 


Forced: to Resign, 


Special Cable. 

Manchester, June 15.—After. an honora- 
ble service of nine years #m the police 
force Of Monmouthshire, during which 
he has risen from the position of con- 
stable to that of inspector, George 
Groves has just been forced to resign 
and finds his official career at an end, 
and the cause of it all is a penny 
stamp. 

Ex-Inspector Groves joined the Mon- 
mouthshiré police in 1896, and for the 
last four years has been stationed at 
Abercarn, a mining district, which jg 
by no means easily managed. By tact 
and courtesy, however, Groves won the 
whole-hearted confidence and esteem of 
the inhabitants, and feeling amongst 
them is intense over his degradation for 
what is regarded as a trifling matter. 
The penny stamp which made all .the 
trouble was used by the inspector in 
posting a swine-fever license io one 
Stuart Heaton, of Hall Farm, Worsley, 
near Manchester. This Heaton asked 
for to enable him to remove a pig to 
Blackwood, and as there was no stamp- 


asked, in forwarding the order, that the 
farmer should return a stamp to cover 
the postage, as he (Groves) had no other 
means of recovering the cost, 

Shortly afterward he received a letter 
from Heaton saying that the chief cdn- 
stable. was legally bound to defray all 
expenses of that’ kind, and that he was 
forwarding the letter to the board of 
agriculture. <A little later Groves was 
asked to explain on whose authority 
and by what order he had his name 
printed on the departmental paper, and 
why he had asked for the return of the 
stamp. He explained that the paper had 
been printed six years ago and that he 
| did not know it was wrong to kave-=chis 
‘name and rank thereon. He also stated 
lthat he was under the impression that 
he could not charge the postage to the 
county under the circumstances. 

On Friday of last week he was ordered 
to attend Superintendent Porter’s office 
at Risca, and was then told that the 
chief constable gave him the option of 
resigning, but if he declined he would 
be dismissed. and in either case his uni- 
form must be sent m to the chief cor?- 
stable’s office that day. He sent in his 
resignation. : 

At a protest meeting held at Abercarn 
it was stateq that Inspector Groves had 
to leave hés house at once, and the 
meeting unanimously, decided to provide 
him with another house to live in.”

Club women were largely responsible 
for the passage of the pure food bill 
by congress and the ‘necessity for i¢ has 
already been proven, but are we, as 
club women and as the purchasers for 
our households, keeping up our interest 
in this great question as we should? 

Do we think of the pure and impure 
food when doing our marketing and 
ordering? Have we shown our grocers, 
butchers and dairymen that we uwunder- 
Stand this law and that we intend to 
enforce it? In fact, do any of us half- 
Way realize the tremendous importance 
of these things, or because it is some 
trouble to be continually on the alert, 
have we become mildly indifferent and 
careless? 

This i@ too great a question to pass 
over, 


Timee to Be at Work. 


Let the elub women in Georgia be 
up and doing. The warm days have 
come when general lassitude and worn- 
Out Systems can be much more eaajly 
effected by foods and diet than in the 
cooler weather, Poisons and adultera- 
tions will affect us now when they 
would not have been noticeable earlier 
in the season. It is a time for care and 
thought froni the ‘housekeeper, and 
whatever she has a right to expect in 
pure foods and clean, ganitary condi- 
tions she should demand, 

Laws Shoald Be Studied. 


Nearly eveny state in the union has 
@ pure food law already written on its 
statute books, and these the consumer 
should study. It would be most fitting 
for the women’s clubs of America to 
take up the serious and detailed study 
of these laws. 

The man of -the house is no longe 
a “Jack-of-all-trades,” but, yielding 
to the pressure of forces which are 
silently but irresistibly at work in 
fashioning our exceédingly complex 
modern civilization, he has become @ 
specialist. And a new division of du- 
ties in the American home have arisen. 
While the woman of the house is no 
longer expected to weave the cloth 
and make the garments or to prepare 
all the preserves, canned goods and 
cured meats demanded by her family, 
nevertheless, owing to the exactions of 
her husband's special work, she has 
paturally become the purchaser of sup- 
plies. On her falls the burden of se- 
lecting the food for the family die- 
tary. 

In appealing, then, to the women of 
America, one is surely making no mis- 
take. He is going directly to the great 
purchasing class that decides what 
foods are to be bought and what con- 
sumed. It matters not whether the 
Home is a palace, a tenement, a/villa, a 
farm house or a lonely shack on the 
prairie, a woman is practically in 
charge. She it is that decides what 
her family shall consume. 

Avoid Coloring. 

Perhaps the most useless and most 
senseless form which modern adultera- 
tions assume is the addition of all 
kinds of coloring matter to our foods. 
Coloring matter is not nutritious. It 
adds absolutely nothing to the dietetic 
value of the food. It does not aid in 
digestion. It does nothing. Why, then, 
should it be added? Who is responsi- 
ble for its addition? The manufacturer 
claims that “The trade demands it.” 
But the trade is the purchaser. And, 
as I have already intimated, in the 
average household the purchaser is the 
woman of the house. So, resolved into 
its final analysis, the manufacturer de- 
clares that the women of America de- 
mand the use of senseless and ofttimes 
poisonous coloring matter in the. food 
which they feed to their helpless chil- 
dren.

The chapters having disbanded for the 
summer and there being nothing of in- 
terest from that quarter, I take the 
opportunity of printing extracte from 
some exceedingly rare and valuable old 
manuscripts. 

Lovers of history and seekers after 
genealogical lore will find these papers 
full of interest and teeming with in- 
formation never before given to the 
public.. The scene af these stories is 
laid in upper South Carolina, neverthe- 
less it will be found that the names 
here recorded are the ancestors of 
many Georgians living today. 

The extracts to be pyblighed are from 
maferials collected long years ago. by 
Dr. John H. Logan, of Abbeville dis- 
trict, for a history of upper South Caro- 
lina; the stories were written down 
just as they came from the lips of old 
revolutionary soldiers themselves. 

The civil war came on before Dr. 
Logan completed his history and the 
manuscripts eventually fell into the 
hands of Lyman Cc. Draper, of New 
York, the best known and most indus- 
trious collector in America. They are 
now the property of the State Historical 
Society of Wisconsin. 

I cannot close this preface without 
ealling attention to the fact that Geor- 
gia has too long neglected her depart- 
ment af history and archives. Last Oc- 
tober I visited some of the oldest and 
largest libraries in the north, among 
them .La@nox, Astor, Yale, Smithsonian, 
and found that they have many rare 
old manuscripts, pamphiets and news- 
paper files, probably picked up for next 
to nothing, but which Georgia could not 
now secure for any amount of money.

The facilities of communication are 
|rapidly growing. The two countries 
have in the neighborhood of 3.000 miles 
of good country roads, and hundreds ‘of 
miles of electric tramways. One can 
no wtravel through Tuntsia and Alger'a 
for a distance as great ag from Wash- 
ington to Seattle in an automobile, and 
that over roads better than nine-tenths 
of the country roads of the United State:. 
The soil is largely underlaid with lime- 
stone, and the roads have been -macas- 
amized from one end of the land to fie 
other, , 

As to the telegraphic possibilities. the 
wire now in use in Algeria would make 
a girdle around the earth, and the tele- 
graph poles are enough to supply a line 
through its centcr. A _ telegraph route 
across the Sahara has just been sur- 
veyed, and within a short time the 
French provinces of the Soudan will be 
joined to Algeria by 2,500 miles of wire. 

There are telephones in all the chief 
cities. Algeria sent more than five mil- 
lion telephone messes last year, and 
its long distance conversations were 
more than one million. Tunisia has a 
telephone system, and I can stand In the 
' hotel here and be connected with the 
cities for miles around. I have already 
spoken of the rates. They are fag lower 
than any we have in America. I can 
send a wire from here to Prance for a 
cent a° word, and I could do the same 
were I 500 miles below in the desert of 
Sahara. If I remember correctly, our 
telegraph companies charge about ‘0 
cents a word from New York to San 
Francisco, and no mes®age is sent fv 
lésg than 25 cents. Here the minimum 
charge per message is |0 cents, and one 
can telegraph to Great Britain, Italy, 
Denmark or Germany for far less than 
we can send a message across our con- 
tinent. The telephone rates in Algeiis 
minutes and 8 
cents for long distance messages outside. 
The charges In Tunisia are gbout th- 
game. 

A Good Postal Service. 

Both of these countries have a good 
postal service. There are postofficeg in 
every town, and, of late, the:mails have 
been carried on camels to many of-the 
oases of the desert. The letter rates to 
Algeria, ‘Tunis and France are 3 cents, 
and postal orders up to 64 may De got- 
ten for a cent, and up to &$!0 for 8 cents. 
I can buy a postal order on America to 
the amount of $2 for 2 cents, and the 
Same rate is given for England, India, 
Caneda and Japan. There.are almost 
daily maiis from here to Burope, ang 
France can be reached from either Tunis 
or Algiers in just twenty-four hours. 

The postal business is rapidly growing. 
There are something like 50,000,000 pack- 
ages sent through the Algerian mails 
every year, and fully helf that many 
through the postoffices at Tunisia. 

Money and Banks.

and I have had no trouble dhywhere in 
getting my letter of credit cashed. The 
Bank of Algeria, which j@ connected with 
the government, has a capital of $4,- 
000,000 and its paper notes are ex- 


changed for gold in any part of there | 


Rrench colonies. The Credit Lyonnais 
has branches in all the Algerian cities, 
and the same is true of the Bank of 
Tunisia as to the cities of that province. 

The money used is French in Algeria 
and Tunisian in Tunisia, but it is all on 
the French decime! system, and there is 
mo trouble in making change. In addi- 
} thon. to the banks above menfioned there 


there are police everywhere, andi often loaded with gold and silver. 
the people are paying less taxes aha | 


The chief money lenders outside the 
baniks are the Jews, who charge exorovl- 
tant rates of interest and take notes for 
much more than the amounts loaned. 
The Jew comes to the man’s house, and 
makes the loan there, and at the end 
often gets both thouse and money. In 
the French banks the office hours are 
from 8 to Il, and from 2 until 4 «tl 
noon every one knocks off for a rest. 

How They Do Buasiness,. 

Similar hours obtain in the large busi- 
ness houses, ‘but they open early, and 
with the exception of the noon rest, re- 
main open until dark. All of the cities 
have French sections, with stores and 
business establishments like those of 
BDurope. The great bulk of the trade, 
however, is done in bazars by thousands 
of petty merchants, who occupy cells no 
larger than a good-sized piano box, and, 
who sit on the floor while they wait 
for their customers. Such establish- 
ments open shortly after daylight and 
close long before nightfall. The streets 
where they are located are poorly light- 
ed, and there is no business whatever 
after dark. 

Openings for Uncle Sam. 


Tunisla has a foreign trade of about 
thirty million dollars a year, but Uncle 
Sam gets almost noneofit. We sell but 
littie to Algeria and that, notwithstanding 
its foreign commerce, amounts to more 
than one hundred and thirty million dol- 
lars per annum. This is a large trade 
for a colonial poseession, and it seems 
the larger when it is remembered that 
the population here is almost altogether 
agricultural, and that it dresses in cot- 
tons. I see some American meats in 
the stores, and not a few of the French 
establishments carry canned salmon. 
There are windmills from Chicago scat- 
tereg here and there throughout the Teil, 
and there are American sewing machines 
working away in many of the bazars. As 
to the cotton goods for these eight or 
ten million people, they come chiefly 
from France, Germahy and itngiand, anu 
the same is true of machinery, both of 
Which ines are sSpeciailiess Ol our own. 
ine most of the traue gi ail kinds is 
with srrance. 

Uur vice consul, Mr. FProux, who is one 
Of the bankers of Tunis and whose opin- 
ion is of considerable value, tells me that 
there is an opening here for ail kinds of 
American machinery and wols. He says 
our windmills hawe been™modre successful 
than amy of the others, and that several! 
hundred have already been sold. 

As to American machinery and the 
tools in which we are #0 strong else- 
where, the people of Tunisia hardly know 
them. This is shown by our sales of 
1901, when they amounted to only about 
$6, 000, whereas France sent in similar 
goods to the amount of more than $500.- 
000. England is now selling something 
like $1,000,000 worth of cotton goods to 
the Algerians, and about haif 
_ that anmmpunmt. The timber of north Africa 
comes chiefly from Norway. It might 
be sent from our euthern states. The 
country is almost treeless, and all the 
wood of value has to be brought in from 
abroad, 


Among the Farmers. 


Tunisia and Algeria once supplied the 

breag for Italy, and they are now one 
of the bread baskets of Durope. They 
produce quantities of wheat and other 
grains, but/the farming is so poor and 
the ave wheat yield of Algeria is 
less than eight twehels, whereas ours 
j is thirteen bushels, and that of the 
wheat belt of Camada something Mke 
twenty-five bushels. With proper ma- 
chinery this yield might be doubled. The 
| Gry lands of northern Africa need deen 
| cultivation to preserve the moisture, and 
it may be that a vast amount of new 
— can be brought Into use by what is 
known es dry farming. At present 

the. surface is only scratchei. The plows 
are eo Hight that you could swing one 
around your head as easily as a well 
loaded Indian club, and the farmers often

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Farming Machinery. 

It is only the French settlers, and now 
ard then an Italian, who have modern 
machinery. and it ts only in Algerta that 
,Our machinery is used. We Sell a hun- 
_dred thousand dollars worth or so of 
agricultural implements there every year 
this being our share of the two million 
dollars’ worth of machinery annually im- 
ported. There is no reason why there 
should not be a good demand for Ameri- 
can plows, and also for Our mowers. 
reapers and threshing machines. At 
present the grain is effier trodden out of 
the straw by horses, oxen or donkeys. or 
ground out by driving heavy sleds about 
over it. The cheff is blown away by 
throwing the straw against the wind. 

Wtihin the past few years the most of 
the Tunisian wheat has heen exported 10 
France, while the Tunisians. have bough- 
Rusetan wheat for their own use. The 
reason for this is that Tunisian wheat. 
inasmuch as it comes from One of the 
French colonies, is admitted to. Francs 
free from duty. whereas all other for- 
elgn wheat pays a high tariff. Such 
wheat as Tunis itself imports pays prac - 
tically nothing, and so the people have 
been bringing in Russian wheat and 
sending their own off to Frafice and 
making thereby a big profit off the dif- 
ference in the respective tariffs. The 
French government has now discovered 
this trick, and I understand that it will 
soon tax Tunisian grain just as it do*s 
the grain from other countries. 

Our Mintng Machinery. 

Our manufacturers of mining machtin- 
ery should keep their ey®s on this part 
of North Africa. Both Algieria an1 
Tunisia are developing their minerals. 
Algeria has already given eighty con- 
cessions for mining iron, zinc, silve-, 
lead, > a copper, antimony ana 
coal. It produced about $200,000 worth 
of iron last year and something like 
50,000 tons of zinc ore. There wag also 
a considerable output of copper an’l 
silver. Within the past few months 
petroleum has been found in Oran, and 
phosphate bedg are being deveoped in 
different parts of Algeria. I am totd 
that there are phosphates all over the 
southern part of Tunisia. I know of «# 
phosphate, company at Sfax whose shares 
have jumped up a thousand per cent 
within the last two or three years. The 
phosphates are near Gufsa and they are 
now reached by railroad. .They are 


4) brought on the trains to Sfax and ars 


sent from there at the rate of about a 
shipload per day. the bulk of the produc; 
going to Europe. Tunisia sold more 
than $2,000,000 worth of phosphates last 
year. 

Overrun by Italians. 

T find that the French Tunisians are 
somewhat alarmed at the large influx of 
Italians. The Siciliang and Neapolitans 
in large numbers are coming oVer to 
Tunisia to buy landa and to take advan- 
tage of the inducements offered to colo- 
nists. Boats can go from here to Na- 
ples in thirty-six hours, and the voyage 
from Palermo is made in a night. 

The Gicilians just now are terribly 
poor, and the taxation is such that ther 
can make no money in farming. They 
are thrifty and do well on these poor 
lands of North Africa. 

As it is now, there are perhaps as 
many Italiane as French fn Tunisia. 
The French peasant loves his home, ani 
he will not leave without he thinks he 
is going to have things al! his own way. 

The chief trouble with farming in this 
part of the world is the scanty rainfai’. 
Centuries ago the land was hemvitv 
wooded, and in the times of the Romans 
there was a great olive forest extending 
all the way from Tunis to Algiers, *% 
distance about as gre@+ as from Phila- 
delphia to Chicago. ‘Thies has long sin*e 
been cut away, and the only vegetatio. 
now on the mountains is scrub oak, with 
here and there a forest of cor®. Pvery 
bit of wood availiable is used for fuel, 
and even the.apote of the olive trees and 
the trimmings of the grape vines are 
sold. A Pee DNEE ee Way > re

How Tunisia Is Governed. 

Now that we have colonies of our 
own, it Is interesting to know how the 
French handle their dependency in this 
part of North Africa. Tunisia was con- 
quered ty them cnly a little more than 


fmpossible to run |

i; merly millions, 


twenty-five years ago, and they have 
been the real rulers of it ever since. At 
the same time the Arabs have been de- 
luded by the idea that they have their 
own rulers, inasmuch as all the orders 
affecting the natives go out through 
the bey and his Arab officials. The bey, 
however, is only the monkey on the 
stick, and it its the French resident 
general who pulls the string which 
makes him act. Indeed, he has very 
little opportunity to act at all, except 
in special instances and as to natives. 
His army, including both officers and 
men, has been reduced to a regiment 
of 600; and his income, which was for- 
jg now cut down to 
$300,000 a year. He still occupies the 
fine old palace of the Bardo here on the 
edge of the city, and he has in addi- 
tion several smalier palaces outside. At 
present he is living In one at Sidi Bou 
Said on the site of old Carthage; it is 
about twelve miles from Tunis, and he 
drives into the city In a _ lacquered 
coach. with soldiers and outsiders In 
uniform. TI have seen him several times 
during my stay. 
Native Courts for Natives. 

The French are governing Tunisia 
much as the Dutch govern Java. They 
issue all of their orders through the 
bey and his sheiks. The country is dl- 
vided up into thirteen districts, each 
of which has a controleur civile. This 
man has a number of French assist- 
ants, but he has also a native governor 
and subordinates to help him and all 
the orders as regards the natives £9 
out through them. If the Frenchman 
or other foreigners get into trouble 
they are judged only by the French} 
and if a foreigner has trouble with a 
native he comes before the same pow- 
ers. As to disputes between the natives 
themselves, they are handled in the 
Arab courts and after the Koranic law. 
The bey holds a court every Saturday 
morning, and he can condemn a nativ® 
criminal to be hung if he please. He 
often does so: and as the executions 
are public any foreigner can go out to 
see, 

These methods of procedure are satis- 
factory to both natives and French. In 
fact, they suit every one excepting 
the Tunisian Jews. There have been 
Jews here ever since the Princess Dido 
came from Tyre to Carthage and the 
Jews stand on the sam® @found as the 
Arabe. They dres# {tn Arab costumes, 
and, as to the men, one could not tell 
the difference. 

Of late years under modern condi- 
tions some of the Jews have heen grow- 
ing prosperous. and many of them are 
now learning French and aping French 
ways. They have begun to dress in Fue 
ropean clothes, and are anxious to rank 
as Europeans and be tried by European 
judges. At the same time the natives 
despise them, and an Arab sheik con- 
siders the word of one Mussulman 
worth more than that of a score of 
Hebrews. For this reason the Jews are 
claiming that they do not get justice 
and are demanding a change.

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The Thermophone. 

(From The St. Louis Post-Dispatch.) 

We are told that perhaps the most in- 
genious invention which has resulted 
from the cold storage business is that of 
the thermophone, an instrument which 
measures héat at any desired point and 
transmits it by sound to the ear. The 
thermophone takes advantage of the 
physical fact that there is a change of 
resistance in an electrical conductor with 
a change in temperature.

“It’s scand’lous th’ way th’ games ar-re wrote 
up in th’ papers. I agree with me frind iv th’ 
North Westhren Christyan Advocate that thim 
young fellows that write about baseball ar-re 
mutylatin’ th’ language. In my day *twas diff’- 
rent. Th’ iditors wud not disgrace their callin’ 
he speakin’ iv a pitcher’s arm as his ‘ port pro- 
peller.” ‘They were more dignified, an’ always 
alluded to it as th’ ‘south joist.’ They niver 
roasted th’ empire in th’ language now em- 
ployed. But whin he was radically wrong, an’ 


it cud be aisily seen that he was purchased, they 
simply remarked that th’ aujience showed great 
resthraint in merely chokin’ him; in less culti- 
vated communities they wud’ve made his map 
leo, as though Napolyeon Bonypart had been 
workin’ on it. . 

“™'him were the days iv baseball. I’m an 
old vethren spoorts lover. I'll bet I’ve et more 
bags iv peanuts an’ emptied an’ threw more 
bettles iv pop than anny man at th’ game yis- 
tcrdah. Why, me boy, I can raymimber whin 
Al Spalding pitched f’r th’ Rockfords. Will ye 
think iv that? I raymimber Charlie Radbourne; 
I raymimber whin Worcester an’ Providence 
were in th’ league; I raymimber Will White 
piayin’ with spectacles on; I see Silver Flint 
get his first bad finger; I was atin’ popcorn in 
th’ grand stand whin Cap Anson was thried 
out at third base, an’ I lived to see him called 
‘Pop,’ an’ thin ‘Granpop,’ an’ fin’lly become 
wan iv th’ Elder Statesmen iv Chicago. I’m th’ 
oldest livin’ survivor iv th’ game, an’ wan iv th’ 
things I like about it is it ain’t lawn tennis, an’ 
it ain’t cut-outs fr’m th’ Sundah Supplemint, 
an’ it ain’t cricket. 

“It’s baseball, that’s what it is. Ye bet ye. 
Did ye iver see a game iv cricket? They tell 
me it lasts three days, or ontil th’ tea gives out. 
ivy time a man hits th’ ball he gets a cup iv 
tea. There was a man in England last year that 
had a Bcore iv two hundherd an’ fifty basins iv 
bohea, an’ was not declared out ayether be th’ 
empire or th’ doctor. Think iv th’ whole base- 
Lali nine goin’ down to a tent afther What’s-his- 
name had soaked th’ spit-ball out iv th’ lot an’ 
gatherin’ around th’ tea table. ‘That was an 
excellent slap ye gave, Mike.’ ‘ Thank ye, Terry; 
will ve have a saucer of Young Hyson?’ ‘I 
will, with pleasure. Will ye take jam or mar- 
mylade. | Oh, dear, I’ve made me fingers all 
sticky. Is that a speck iv dirt on me pants? 
Well, annyhow, I don’t go to bat till next Thurs- 
dah.” No, Sir; not for me. 

“ Baseball’s all right, with th’ pitcher rollin’ 
th’ ball in th’ mud an’ thin on his pants, an’ 
puttin’ up his foot an’ his hands to th’ same 
altytude an’ thryin’ to sind th’ ball so near th’ 
batter’s head that it’ll scare him to death with- 
out hittin’ him; an’ th’ batter havin’ th’ alterny- 
tive iv hittin’ th’ ball with his club or lettin’ 
it hit him on th’ chin; his eye not bein’ in, he 
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chooses to be hit, an’ falls down unconscious tf 
th’ empire says: ‘ Take ye’er base,’ an’ thin gets 
up an’ runs down to first at a pace that wud’ve 
siut Barney Wefer’s hands above his head; an’ 
th’ catcher is jumpin’ around lookin’ like a sub- 
marine monster; an’ ivry man that goes down to 
sicond base leaps into th’ lap iv th’ shortstop 
with his spikes on; an’ a fellow is behind third 
hase thryin’ to rattle th’ pitcher be tellin’ him 
all abcut his father; an’ th’ catcher walks down 
un’ whispers something in th’ pitcher's ear to 
steady him, an’ comes back an’ has a passed ball 
scoor<| again him; an’ th’ man at th’ bat catches 
th’ next wan in th’ eye, an’ sinds it into th’ 
clubhouse; an’ th’ ginteel crowd advises th’ 
pitcher that his job is still open f’r him on th’ 
dun:ps because th’ boss knew th’ kind iv a 
sutcher Le was; an’ th’ game is over, an’ we've 
won, an’ I] get up me circulation be makin’ th’ 
pace fra biock or two f’r a frind iv mine that 
wants to tell th’ empire what he thinks iv him 
Lefure he 2an get to his car. 

“ No, Sir, baseball ain’t anny tea-an’-muffins 
yaine. Ivs rale spoort. Why, Hogan tells me 
a man can play cricket till he’s old enough to 
be Prizidint iv a savings bank. He can play it 
an’ wear whiskers to his waist, an’ he don’t need 
to take off his stove-pipe hat onless he wants 
to. He can play it as long as he can hold a cup 
iv tea without spillin’ it on his flannel pants, 
But think iv a man iv sixty thryin’ to play base 
ball with th’ profissyonals. He might betther 
ship f’r an arctic expedition. Baseball, like war, 
is f’r th’ boys. Whin a man is twinty-five they 
begin to call him ‘old man Kelly;’ whin he’s 
thirty th’ papers advise th’ aujience to be kind 
to him because he has seen betther days; he’s 
not, nacherally, as spry as a young or middle- 
aged man, but baseball must be played with th’ 
head as well as th’ legs; an’ if he lives an’ holds 
down a job till thirty-five, they note that his 
intellect is wabblin’ th’ same as his knees, an’ 
rayspictfully suggist that he go off somewhere 
an’ curl up an’ die.”
